GRAFTING GRAPE VINES. 


The 1*roper Time and the Correct Way «g 
Performing the Operation. 

Aa nearly everyone who has had the 
grape fever, nntl went into numerous 
vnrleUett, la moat likely to hove some 
that he wishes to change, thla la the 
time to change them by grafting in- 
atentl t*f digging such out nn arc not de¬ 
sirable. 

Sometimes wild vine* arc where they 
might be left stuml, and lx* changed 
into good varieties. This l ndvocuted 
years ugu, but would not advise it now 
except w here young runes can be Inid 
in the ground six inches deep for u few 
fe«*t, then graft the end. There aro 
vurlous modea of grafting the grape, 
but the most simple, and as successful 
u» any, is the common cleft graft. 
There are two periods to do thla work 
in, otn* before the sup is in flow,and tho 
other when tin- strong How is on. The 
latter w ill Is* w hen the viues have made 
shoots a f«iot long, lu this ease, how- 
ever, the grafts must lie kept in a cool 
place or they will lu* too far advanced 
w hen the time cornea. 

Clear nwuy the ground around the 
vine to lie grafted six inches deep, saw 
oil' the tine witli a -harp, iiur-toothrd 
saw, and smooth the stump with u 
sharp knife. If the stein is straight 
grained use u strong, thin-hludrd knife 
ami split the stump one mid a half or 
two iuelii-s; bate a wedge-pointed 
spike and drive it in the middle so as to 
bold tlit- spilt apart wide enough to In¬ 
sert the grafts. The grafts should be 
the thickness of mi oriiittart lend pencil, 
although smaller wood soinetlniri 
answers as tvell; cut two grafts of the 
etc* if ordinary wood, anil it short 
jointed take t lo re eyes to n graft, t lit 
the graft on**-lialf inch Ixdotv the lower 
bud and one-half inch above tlic upper 
one. 

Cut a wedge front the lower eye 
down to a nice edge with the aide next 
the eye a little the thickest. This i* 
so flint it will lie pressed tightest where 
the sups meet, as it is a little ilillleldt 
to ran the line of the sup exact (nliil 
this uniat lie look' d tol. It is well to 
have the graft lean a little out at the 
top, iii which ease the line will be 
crossed nod the eonncei : on sure; Inner* 
III'' grafts, tun in a stock, iliul is an 
inch in diameter, if less one graft will 
do. I'ress down to the eye, then pull 
nut your wedge and the grafts will be 
held linn enough without tying, lint 
if small vines it ta hc»t to tin them. 
If the >11110(1 is twisted and nmole'll, 
so that 7T runout he split straight, us* 1 
llic sinv mill saw out a wedged piece m] 
that the graft* will tit tight mid tie 
well; Dll in tin* earth now and pres 
(Irmly around the graft* (but lie care¬ 
ful not to move lliein), up to the top 
Inid. and cover over this a little gras- 
or sand du*l if you have it. Tills i* 
to prevent the miii from dryiug nut the 
bud before there is a connection be¬ 
tween tin* graft ami stock. When 
growing time comes, the sucker* that 
may conn* from the old stock must be 
carefully removed, or they will rob Hie 
graft. When the graft begins to grow 
they must have stake* to lie to. 1 have 
often had grafts to grow ten to twenty 
feet the llr»t season and lienr a big 
crop the next.

God's Heater, That Fires the Human 
Heart With Sympathy.

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Dr. Talmage'a text Sunday was: 
Psalm cxlvli. 17: "Who can stand be¬ 
fore His cold?" 

The almanac say* that winter is end¬ 
ed and spring has come, but the w inds, 
and the frosts, and the thermometer, 
in some places down to zero, deny it. 
The Psalmist lived in a more gcniul ell- 
mate than this, and yet he must Home- 
times have been cut by the sharp 
weather. In this chapter he speaks of 
the snow like wool, the frost like ashes, 
the hail stones like murhles.a uddescrils-s 
the concealment of lowest temperature. 
We have all studied the power of the 
heat. How few of us have studied the 
power of tlu* frost? "Who can stand 
before Ills cold?” This challenge of 
the text has many times been accepted. 
October 10. lal'J. Napoleon"* great army 
began its retreat from Moscow, line 
hundred and fifty thousand men. 50,- 
000 horse*, boo pieces of cannon, -io.ikmi 
straggler*. It was bright weather 
when they started from Moscow, but 
toon something wrathier than the Cos- 
sack* swooped upon their thinks. An 
army of Arctic blasts, with icicles for 
bayonets, anil hailstones for shot, and 
commanded by voice of tempest, march¬ 
ed after them, the living artillery of 
the heuyens in pursuit. The troops at 
nightfall would gather into circles and 
huddle themselves together for warmth: 
but w lieu the day broke they rose not, 
for they wore dead, and the ravens 
came for their morning meal of corpses. 
The way was strewn with the rich 
stuffs of the east, brought as booty 
from the Russian capital. An invisible 
power seized 100,000 men and hurled 
them dead into the snow-drift*, and on 
the hard surfaces «f the chill rivers, 
and into the maws of the dogs tliut had 
followed them from Moscow. The 
freezing horror which hus appalled his¬ 
tory was proof to all ages that it is a 
vain thing for any earthly power to ac¬ 
cept the challenge of my text: "Who 
could stand before llis cold?” In the 
middle of lieecniber. ITT7, at Valley 
Forge, u.uoo troop* were, with frosted 
ears and frosted hands and frosted 
feet, without shoes, without blankets, 
lying on the white pillow of the 
snow bank. As during our civil war 
the erv was "On to Richmond!” w hen 
the tr.sips were not ready to march, *•• 
in the revolutionary war there was a 
demand for wintry campaign until 
Washington lost his cijuilibrium and 
wrote emphatically: "I assure t how 
gentlemen it is easy enough, seated by 
good ti resides a ml In comfortable homes, 
to draw out campaigns for the Ameri¬ 
can nrmy; hut 1 tell them it is not so 
easy to lie on a bleak bill-side, without 
blankets and without shoes.” Oh. the 
frigid horrors that gathered around 
the American army in the winter of 
1777! Valley Forge was one of the 
tragedies of the century. Benumbed, 
senseless dead. "W ho can stand before 
Uis cold?" "Not wo,” say the frozen 
lips of Sir ,loh Franklin and his men. 
dying in Arctic exploration. "Not 
we." answer Schwa tku anil his 
crew, falling back from the fortresses 
of lee which they had tried in vain to 
capture. "Not we.” say tin- aban¬ 
doned and crushed decks of the In¬ 
trepid, the Resistance and the Jean¬ 
nette. "Not w e,” say the procession of 
American martyr* returned home for 
’American sepulture. I»c l.ong and his 
men. The highest pillars of the earth 
are pillars of lee Mount lilaue, Jung¬ 
frau. the Matterhorn. The largest gal¬ 
leries of the world are galleries of ice. 
Nome of the mighty rivers much of the 
year arc in captivity of ice. The great¬ 
est scnlptors of tin- ages arc the gla¬ 
ciers. with arm ami hand and chisel 
und hammer of ice. The cold is im- 
perial and has a crown of glitter¬ 
ing crystal and is waled on a 
■ throne of Ice. with footstool of 
i>c and scepter of ice. Who can 
tell the sufferings of tlu 1 winter of 
1483, when all the birds of Germany 
perished? or the winter of I'WVs in Eng¬ 
land. when the stages rolled on the 
Thame* und totnjx’rnrv houses of mer¬ 
chandise w ere built on the ice? or the 
winter of 1 s 1 *| in America, when New 
York harbor was frozen over and the 
teuviest tennis crossed on the lee to 
Staten Island? Then come down to our 
own w inters, w hen then- have been so 
many wrapping themselves in furs, or 
thrashing their arms ubnat them to re¬ 
vive circulation—the millions of the 
Temperate ami the Arctic zones who 
are compelled to confess. • None of u* 
can stand In-fore this cold?" 

One half of tlu* industries of onrdny 
are employed in battling inclemency 
of the weather. The furs of the north, 
the cotton of the south, the ilux of our 
own Helds, the wool of our own flocks, 
the eoul from our own mines, the 
wood from our forests, nil em¬ 
ployed in battling these ineleme.,- 
cies. and still every winter, with 
blue 1 ips anil chattering teeth, an¬ 
swer*: "None of us can stand before 
thin cold." Now, this lieingsueha cold 
world, (iud semi* out influence* to 
warm it. 1 am glad that the God of 
the frost Is the Hod of the heat: that 
the Uod of the snow i« the God of the 
white blossom*; that the God of Janu¬ 
ary la the Uod of J une. The question 
as to how we shall warm this world up 
is a question of immediate and all en¬ 
compassing practicality. In this zone 


and weather there arc so many flrelesa 
hearths, so mmv broken w indow panes. 
*o many defective roots that sift the 
snow. Coal and wood and flannel* and 
| thick coats are better for warming np 
j such a place than tracts and Uihlea and 
i creeds. Kindle that tire where it has 
gone out. Wrap something around 
those shivering limbs. Shoe those ban* 
feet, lint that bare head. Coat that 
bn re liuek. Sleeve that Imre arm. 
Nearly all the picture* of Mar¬ 
tha Washington represent her in 
courtly dress as bowed to by 
foreign umlmssador*. but Mrs. Kirk- 
land, in her interesting book, give* a 
more inspiring portrait of Martini 
Washington. She comes forth from 
her husband's hut in the encampment, 
the hut Hi feet long by 14 feet wide 
| she comes fortli from that hut to nurse 
the sick, to sew the putchcd garments, 
i to console tin- soldiers dying of the cold. 
That i« a better picture of Martlm 
■ Washington. Hundreds of garments, 
hundrednof tone of coal, hundreds of 
1 glnsirrs at broken w indow sashes, hun¬ 
dreds of whole-souled men and women, 
are necessary to warm the wintry 
weather. W hat are we doing to allevi¬ 
ate the condition of those not so fortun¬ 
ate u.s we? Know ye not. my friends, 
there are hundreds of thousands of 
: people who cun not stand before this 
cold? It is useless to preach to Imre 
feet, and to empty stomachs, and to 
gaunt visages. Christ gave the 
world a lesson in common sense when, 
Is'finv preaching the Gospel to the mul¬ 
titude in the wilderness, lie gave them 
u gissl dinner. When I w as a lad I rc- 
meinltcr seeing two rough wood cuts, 
hot they made more impression upoti 
me than any pictures I have ever seen. 
They wen* on opposite page*. The one 
w'ood out represented the coming of the 
snow in winter, und n lad looking out 
at the door of a great mansion, and he 
was all wrapped in furs and his cheeks 
were ruddy, and with glowing counte¬ 
nance he ahouted: "It snows!" It 
snows!" tin the next page there was 
a miserable tenement, and the door was 
open, und a child, wan and sick, 
ami raggi’d and wretched, wa* 
looking out. and he said: 
"Oh! my God. it snows!” The win 
ter of gladness or of grief, according to 
our circumstance*. Hut. my friends, 
tlicre is more than one way of warming 
up this cold world. f>>r it is a cold world 
in more respects than one. and I am 
here to consult with you us to tin* best 
way of warming up this cold world. I 
want to have a great him ter introduced | 
into all of your churches and ail your, 
homes throughout the world. It is a 
heater of divine patent. It has many 
pipes with which to conduct heat: und 
it has a door in which to throw the i 
fuel. Once get tills heater introduced 
and it will turn the arctic zone into 
the temperate; and the temperate into 
the tropics.
